With the war in Europe ended, attention

The collapse of the Nazis in Europe is due 


to no one weapon. But it is to be admitted 
that one chief factor was the material aid 
given by the United States, even before our 
brave and fine armies were sent over.

There was no question of the bravery,of the 
Russian armies but it is evident that it was 
the material aid sent to Moscow from the 
United States and Britain which enabled the 
Russians to hold out. And the British were 
able to furnish material aid because of the 
replacements they were getting from the 
United States. 


So far as the British Empire is concerned, 


with much of its production crippled by Nazi 
air raids, we can sxtcss just how important 
was American material aid from the first. 


Then came the final phase of the war with 


the overwhelming of the German armies and 
Of German factories. This was brought about 
in great degree by the destructive power of 
the Allies' airplanes and oilier mechanism. 
And it was the great productive power of the 
United Slates which made this preponder- 
ance possible. 


All of which leads to Ihr question—when 


came Ihis tremendous production? It came 
from the skill of free American labor and 
American management. Ami lliat skill has 
been fostered and dcvolojxsl liy American 
private enterprise. When American free 
management and American free labor were 
given Ihe £Q yipn ilvy went to lown. 
Ccr- 


lainly one of the W? lessons of Ihe war is 
that American fire cnlcrrroc can deliver the 
goods.

Atlantic City, N. J.—Kidnaping 


may be a criminal act In the eyes 
of the law, but for tils part In 
matching a pair of Nazi aokUen 
practically under the very noses 
of their comrades. Staff Sgt. Philip 
A. DcGregorla, 29, of Glasco. who 
is now a patient at the Army'i 
Thomas M. England General Hos- 
pital here, was awarded the cov- 
eted Silver Star. 


Sergeant DeGrcgorla, a platoon 


guide with the IMth Infantry Di- 
vision, volunteered for a patrol 
that was sent to nab a prisoner or 
two for questioning on the enemy's 
fortifications across the Ruhr river 
prior to » crossing of the river 
by American troops last Febru- 
ary.'There were ten of us in that 
patrol, which was led by our pla- 
toon leader, Lieut. Carl Stelljcs," 
the sergeant related. 
"We were 


to sneak up on a couple of Krauts 
and bring 'cm back alive to do a 
little talking." 


Finding a shallow and unguard- 


ed sector of the Huhr, the patrol 
crossed over to the German lines, 
•nd in a commando-like thrust, 
captured two guards and dived 
into the cover of an enemy trench 
with their captives. 


"Just as We took them, their 


comrades shotted us and opened 
up with artillery and small arms 
fire," Sergeant DcGregoria recall- 
ed. "We were armed only with 
tommy guns, and now that we had 
our prisoners, the trick was how 
to hold on to them and Ret back 
across the Ruhr to our own lines. 
We crawled through that trench 
•way from the enemy fire until we 
reached a point where we were 
able to make the return cross- 
ing." 


Just how much the two Nazi 


captives 
talked, 
the 
sergeant 


wasn't able to say. But American 
Intelligence 
officers 
must have 


gleaned some valuable Information 
from them, for a few days later 
American troops were across the 


• Ruhr in great force and driving 


the enemy deeper into the Father- 
land. 


For this daring act, Sergeant 


DeGrcgoria was awarded the Sil- 
ver Star, Lt. Stelljcs, the patrol 
leader, was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross, and the 
others who participated in this 
unique raid received Bronze Stars 


A few days after American 


troops crossed the Ruhr, on March 
1, Sergeant DcGregoria suffered 
wounds to his right leg and 
brain concussion from an enem; 
artillery shell which blasted In 
the midst of his squad. He wa 
rendered 
unconscious

weeks, and when he finally cam 
to, found himself in a hospital 1 
England, thoRc Intervening tw 
weeks a complete blank to him. 


A veteran of several major cam
